Amendment A, filed March 7, 1996, is informal because it is not in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(e) and 1.173 effective prior to December 1, 1997. The text of the added new claims must 
be underlined. 

Amendment B, filed December 15,1997, is informal because it is not in compHance with 
37CFRL121(b). The amendment to the specification is not in compHance with 1.121(b)(1). The 
entire text of each paragraph to be amended is required.
